Why Indictment Was Quashed. 

The indictment Was quashed on the 
ground that the court was without 
jurisdiction of the crime of libel 
charged in the indictment. The United 
States appealed from this construction 
of the statute under which it claimed 
the indictment was authorized. 

The decision of the court today deait 
entirely with the act of congress in 
1898 under which the indictment was 
brought. The effect of this act was 
to ineorporate the criminal laws of 
the several states in force on July 1, 
1898, into the federal statute, and to 
make them applicable te federal] reser- 
vations within the various states. 
Among these state laws was a New 
York libel law. 

The court, through Chief Justice 
White, stated that while the statute 
left no doubt where acts were done 
on reservations which were expressly 
prohibited and punished as crimes by 
a law of the United States, that law 
was dominant and controlling, yet, on 
the other hand, where no law of the 
United States had expressly provided 
for the punishment of offenses com- 
mitted On reservation, all acts done 
on such reservations which were made

Sutton followed and fhen me, Broomhan 
and Knox climbed down. 

“Knox, Broomany nd me stuck to- 
gether all the ting” don’t know what 
became of Wit’ nd as fr Sutton, 
soon as he “ d the ground he 
high-balled up Bit street with all 
the money that had Been furnished us. 
I don't know where went. 

Policeman Gave Matches. 

“We sure got cold and hungry. 
three went over to the Perminal Sta- 
tion and asked a cop for a match. He 
gave it to us without suspecting who 
we were. Then we walked out El- 
liot street, boarded a street car and 
waited in Inman Yards until about 3 
o'clock this morning, when we nabbed 
a passing freight. 

“While we were waiting at Inman 
a night watchman came along and tried 
to run us off. We bluffed him, though, 
and he soon left. 

“We got into Bremen cold and 
hungry early this morning. We spent 
85 cents for breakfast and were in the 
barber shop getting a shave when the 
marshal came along and. pinched us.” 

Story of the Escape. 

The story of the eapture 
the men reached Bremen 
day morning and went 
barber there to get shaved. 


They were recognized as the 
escaped men and were taken into cus- 
tody by Chief of Police Bullard, a 
brother of G. C. Bullard, of the At- 
lanta force. The mayor was to leave 
for Atlanta a few minutes after the 
capture, and he was intrusted with 
the responsibility of notifying the ayw- 
thorities here and of identifying the 
men by their photographs. 

After the first excitement had sub- 
sided at the Tower Monday night, the 
matter of the escape was gone into 
In great detail, and a thorough search 
was made for any clue as to how the 
men had executed their plans. When 
the alarm. was first given, the entire 
Tower was all excitement, with tele- 
phone bells ringing. notifying the city 
police, the county men, putting offi- 
cers on guard in all the railroad yards 
and in every suburb of the oity. 

Leaves Taunting Note. 

When a search of the cells was made 
the only evidence of the escape was 
the missing blankets, and in With- 
row’s cell a photograph of himself 
with the following taunting message 
to Jailer Walter Knight written on it: 

“Honey Boy, by-by old Kid. I bid 
you good-by. I leave this so you will 
remember me. Good-Dby. : 

“J. M. WITHROW.” 
3 The tron bar at the window, wrenoh- 
ed from its place to allow the men to 
pass through, and the rope of blank- 
ets showed the manner of exit. 

The clean sawed bar shows that the 
men had a saw as their tool and the 
pine scantling, left by them in the 
corridor, was their means of twisting 
the bar out of its place. The scant- 
ling was wet through when found by 
the jailer, and could not have been 
in the jail very long. It is the pres-

FINLEY GIVES RAILROAD 


VIEW 


OF MILEAGE EXCHANGE RULE 


President W. W. Finley, of the 
Southern railway, in a communication 
addressed to The Constitution, pre- 
sents the railroads’ viewpoint of the 
mileage exchange rule which has be- 
come so obnoxious to the traveling 
men that they are endeavoring through 
conference with the roads to bring 
about its modification or repeal. 

President Finley says: 

Editor Constitution: Recognizing 
frankly the obligations of a railway to 
the public which it serves, I have, 
since I have been caarged with the 
management of the Southern railway, 
availed myself of every proper oppor- 
tunity to present to the public mat- 
ters affecting the relations between 
the railways and their patrons. At 
the same time I have availed myself of 
the courteous co-operation of the press 
of the south to discuss matters in 
which the southern people ana the 
railways are vitally interested, and in 
connection with which I am endeavor- 
ing to make the Southern railway a 
factor of increasing helpfulness in the 
field of southern development. 

My experience with this policy has 
convinced me that it is the proper one. 
[I have confidence in the fairness and 
justice of the southern people. I ‘m 
of the south and for ft. It is with 
confidence in being given a fair hear- 
ing, therefore, that I seek to present 
to the public opinion of the south a 
matter vitally affecting the railway 
companies, not in any spirit of contro- 
versy, but as a plain, straightforward 
Statement of a business proposition. I 
feel sure that this course will commend 
itself to the public. This proposition 
is the regulation requiring the ex- 
fhange of interchangeable mileage 
book coupons for tickets. 

The railway companies operating tn 
the southeastern states have sale 
interchangeable mileage coupon books 
which are sold at a substantial reduc- 
tion from the sitngle-trip ticket rates. 
These mileage coupon books are not 
passenger tickets, but the coupons 
they contain are exchangeable for 
tickets at the ticket offices of any of 


on 


dren which receives them, and, under 


this system, they are surrounded by 
the same safeguards as is the money 
which the agent receives for tickets. 
It is universally conceded to be a rea- 
sonable rule of accounting that a rali- 
road should, in its dealings with pas- 
wengers who purchase transportation 
with money, require that its agent at 
a station should receive and account 
for the money and issue a ticket there- 
for, and that another and independent 
agent on the train, namely, the con- 
ductor or ticket collector, should re- 
ceive and account for the ticket, thts 
in an accounting way, one agent being 
a check on the other. If this is rea- 
sonable as to a money transaction, it 
seems to follow that it is also reason- 
able as to a transaction in which one 
company is required to receive cou- 
pons issued by another company, for 
such coupons are, as above stated, 
equivalent to money, ' 

Under this system the ticket agent 
handles the money or its equivalent in 
mileage coupons, sells the ticket, and 
thus makes a record of what the com- 
pany has sold. Another man collects 
the ticket and thus makes a record 
that the ticket has been used and 
must account for it. The agent must 
account for the selling price in money 
or mileage coupons, as the cage may 
be, and the coupons from books soid 
by other roads constitute a claim on 
the respective roads by whioh they 
have been sold. Every business man 
knows that such records and checke 
are essential to any proper system of 
accounting and that every claim for 
money from another business estal- 
lishment must be supported by ev!i- 
dence of the claim. The railways have 
been unable to devise any other sys- 
tem that will so certainly prevent com- 
plications in interline accounting and 
so effectively safeguard the revenues 
of each company. 

No one claimg that it ig unreasonabie 
for a carrier to require a traveler 
without a mileage book to buy a.ticket 
instead of paying the money on tie 
train. Is it unreasonable, therefore, 
that the man who uses a mileage 
coupon book and gets his passage at 4 
lower rate should also be required to 
buy his ticket, the only difference be- 
ing that he pays in coupons while the 
other pays in money? 

That this is a reasonable view of 
the matter is also shown by the fact

cation of rules which are requisite 
for the protection of the revenues 
which they receive for transportation. 

l hope it wil! be clearly understood 
that Il am not writing in any contro- 
versial spirit, but, belleving in the 
policy of frankly dealing with the 
public, 1 am endeavoring to explain a 
business proposition which is now un- 
der more or less public discussion. 

I trust that the public will appreci- 
ate that the regulation referred to 
has not been adopted in any spirit of 
subjecting passengers to _  inconveni- 
ence or to a vexatious or troublesome 
regulation, but only for the purpose of 
securing a reasonable method of ac- 
counting and of establishing those 
checks which are found necessary in 
every well-organized business, and 
that upon this statement and a jusi 
consideration of the whole subject, 
this regulation will have the support 
of those who use the mileage coupon 
book, some of whom may not hereto- 
fore have had a clear understanding 
of the business necessity for the regu- 
lation in question.

While there 
she heard the shot, and, returning, 
found her friend lying upon the tiled 
floor with a bullet wound through her 
left lung. The bullet entered just be- 
low the sixth rib in the front, and 
eame out at the back at the eighth. 
Barring pneumonia, Mrs. Patterson has 
a good chance for recovery, the physi- 
clans say. 

No cause can be assigned by the 
friends of Mrs. Patterson for the deed, 
except her anxiety for her husband, 
which, in her nervous gondition, was 
magnified by her until it possibly af- 
fected her reason. 

The statement of a friend made yes- 
terday was that “they were one of the 
most devoted couples that I ever saw, 
and there was positively no cause for 
Mrs. Patterson to shoot herself.

DRAFTING ABUSES 
WILL BE CHECKED 


New Rule by National Com- 
mission—Herrmann 
Again Chairman. 


Cincinnati, Ohlo, January 3.—For 
the eighth successive time August 
Herrmann, of this city, was selected 
chainman of the National Baseball 
Commission at its annua] session at 
the Laughrey Club this afternoon. 
John E. Bruce, one of the principal 
owners of the St. Louls American 
League club, was likewise re-elected 
as secretary of the commission. It 
was stated that while the schedules 
for the two leagues had been prac- 
tically completed, yet nothing would 
be announced regarding the dates at 
this time. It was stateq unofficially, 
however, that the two seasens would 
open on the same day, and that this 
day would probably be April 12. It 
was also stated that the two schedules 
as drawn up were for a series of 154 
games. 

The chairman’s annual report recom- 
mended that a rule be adopted to pre- 
vent drafting abuses, and directly fol- 
lowing the reading of the report the 
following rule was adopted: 

“Rule 653. Any major league club 
desiring to draft a player, shall in 
addition to complying with the re- 
quirements of section 7, article 4, of 
the national agreement and the rules 
of the national commission, file with 
the secretary of the committee a 
statement signed by its president, 
signifying that such selection is made 
for the sole purpose of securing such 
player’s service for its own team and 
not under @n agreement Or arrange- 
ment for his transfer to another major 
league team Or to a minor league club 
of higher classification than that from 
which he was drafted or for his re- 
turn to the club from which he was 
obtained by draft. 

“If on investigation the commission 
iinds that such certified statement 
was false and that the system of se- 
lection was perverted from its true 
purpose in furtherance of a con- 
spiracy, a fine equa] to the drafting 
price of the league from which the 
player was drafted shal} be imposed 
on each ‘offending club.”

After having fallen into an  0old 
well, which she describes as totally 
dark and half-filled with cold, slimy 
water, after a slow and difficult rescue 
by her husband, who, she says, had to 
go down into the well and carry her 
out in his arms, Mrs. Bessie Brisendine 
has filed suit for $3,000 damages 
against Police Commissioner George 
Johnson, the owner of the property at 
323 Luckie street, where Mrs. Brisen- 
dine and her husband lived.
